In addition to the identification 
hy police officers, the photograph ta- 
ken was shown to several relatives 
of the dead man, and in no case was 
there any hesitancy in identifying 
the dead man positively.

Robery—This is the natural theorv 


by reason of the disappearance from 
the safe of several trays of diamond 
rings and packages of unset precious 
stones. It was known that a woman 
entered the office of Mr! Logue during 
the morning hours, and by a pretense 
of looking for a special piece of jew- 
elry, had him exhibit practically the 
entire contents of ais safe. A man 
who called later also appeared to take 
undue interest in the surrounds of the 
office. 


Vengeance—This theory was strong- 


ly supported by the mutilation of the 
body of Mr. Logue. His skull was 
crushed In by a blow from benind 
He was shot once with an automatic 
revolver, the shot being fired from 
above, as though the victim was In a 
kneeling 
position at the time the 


weapon was discarged. The eyes were 
burned out with carbolic acid, which 
had been brought to the office 
He 


was stabbed 17 times. His abdomen 
was laid open. He was 
sound and 


a chloroform gag was tightly wound 
around his neck. The papers in his 
safe had been thoroughly ransacked. 


Personal Revenge—Tfiis theorr is 


advanced on account of tfie - woman 
part In the crime and in the frightful 
mutilation of the boor. The police 
have under investigation tfie idenBty 
of a number of callers at the office 
Oi Mr. Logue. They are searching for 
the woman who visited his office just 
Ttrtar to the murder, but also are in- 
terested in his frienoship -with other 
women. Yesterday, after tie murder, 
thev questioned all tenants of the 
building concerning a woman of 
striking beauty who often called an 
Mr. Logue. 


She was described as a Blonde, tall 


and of beautiful complexion. She was 
often remarked for an expensive seal- 
skin coat which she wore. 


There was another aad vounger 


woman who sometimes called in com- 
pany with the tall blonde woman.

at the time of the murder, which evi- 
dently, had been nlanned for tBe ex- 
act dav and fiour bv reason of the ob- 
servance of his habits and those of his 
office bov. his only employee.
